being seriously injured, the fireman, who is stated to have been 
nearly buried in the coals which were thrown out of the tender 
upon him, having suffsred the most. Several of the passengers 
received fnjuries, and suffered greatly from the alarm osused by 
the shock of the oollison Tha carriages and vans were much 
damaged. Mr. Godson, the traffio superintendent of the line, who 
lives near the depot, was soon ou the spot, end gave directions for 
the removal of the affrighted passengers Those of the passengers 
who were injured were removel in cabs to their homes, while 
the disabled truoks, one of which bad mounted the embankment of 
the line and destroyed a portion of the telegraph, were also cleared 
from the rails.

BPAIN.

The Spaniards are now show- 
ing their opposition by means analogous to those used by the Italians 
towards Austria in 1859. They absent themselves from the bull-fighta 
where the ground is kept by that municipal gusrd which acquired 
asad celebrity in the night of April 10, by shooting down the 

At the election 
for aragossa, which took place the other day, out of 1,885 electors 
only forty-six went to the poll, and their votes returned the Go- 
vernment candidate, M. Manuel Esponera, to that Oortes upon 
whose frail support Narvaez relies. 


AMERICA. 

General Grant has returned from the front, and is seid to express 
much a at the prompt execution of the orders of the Go- 
vernment in reference to the sgreement between General Sherman 
and Johnson. General Sherman met the lieutenent-general twenty 
miles from the front. The Herald — that he received the order 
of disapproval with most commendable good grace. “There was 
no hesitation (it adds), no murmuring, nor any expression of dis- 
satisfaction at the disapproval of the terms entered into between 
him end the rebel general; but, without any delay or argument 
in defence of the coürse previously pursued, General Sherman 
and his generals, with true soldierly spirit, set to work 
with alacrity to carry out the views of the Govern- 
ment communicated by General Grant. Within five 
minutes в despatch was sent to Johnston  terminatisg 
the armistice upon the receipt of the notification by the 
rebel picketa, and orders were given for our troops in 
the rear to move up to the front. In a few houra General Frank 
Blair, with his corps, was in motion. General Sherman had ín- 
formed Johnston that the Government would not sanction the 
terms proposed, and that he should immediately resume hostilities. 
Tmmediatelg upon the reosipt of this notice Johnston sent back & 
flag of truce, asking en interview with Sherman to e other 
terms of surrender, which was promptly made, upon the basis of 
the terms given to General Lee.” 

The force actuslly sarrendered numbered 27,000 men, and in- 
cluded Generals Beauregard, Hardee, and Breckenridge, together 
with the North and South Osrolina, and the Gulf States Militia. 

Wade Hampton refused to be surrendered, and is reported to have 
been shot by Johnston during a personal altercation. Other ac- 
counts, however, state thet he fled with Davis.

sington Gardens. During what is termed the London season, ў 


Rotien-row is certain!y not adequate to the number of equestrians 
sad fashionable carriage parties driving round that aristooratic 
ring. 

On page 773 we pive a large эбе of this fashionable ride. 
During “the season” Hyde-park is almost ae fashionable as the 
opera, only tbe ladies, instead of being seated in boxes, loll in car- 
riagos. The only pretence for this delightfal exhibition is that of 
“taking the sir,” but, of course, that is not the true object of the 
drive; indeed, many persons living at Norwood, Finchley, aud 
Highgate, leave their pure atmospheres, merely to take a turn 
round the Serpentine, and look about them, and be looked at. 

This fashionable meeting might almost be called a “ Ladies’ 
Show.” The gentlemen stand ов esch side of the oarringe-way, 
and, hanging over the rails, examine the countenance and costume 
of the female exhibitors. The prolonged stare or the raised eye- 
glass is the only kind of applause indulged in. The audience is 
usually a quiet one, seldom expressing its admiration in words, 
however beautiful the countenance of the passer-by may be. 

Botten-row must, at the very least, be а mile in length, for the 
horsemen in the distanoe, trotting up the rising ground that leads 
towards Kensington Gardens, appear like black specks, scarcely to 
be distinguished from the shadows they cast. 

The place reminds you of a riding school. The ride is covered 
with a soft earth, that takes the impressions of the hoofs, spotting 
it like a sheep-walk. It gives you the notion that it has been 
placed there to ease the falls of any of the pupils who may be 
thrown from their saddles. 

Sometimes parties of ladies and gentlemen, six or seven abreast, 
advance silent and compact as a body of oavalry, and gallop over 


the ground, as if they were determined on charging into the midet 


of the carriages drawn up at the entranoa to the ride; others, in 
groups of twos or threes, are slowly walking their horses, keeping 
close to the side rails, and chatting as well as the jolting of the 
animals will permit them. This chatting seems to depend entirely 
upon how euch parties are composed. When it is a papa socom- 
psnying his daughters, it is curious to remark how silent the yousg 
ladies are; they look about them, ps their horses, arrange their dress, 
do anythirg but converse together ; but occasionally one of these 
groups goes past, the ladies laughing and speaking so loudly, that 
at a distance you could imagine they were quarrelling with the 
young fellow leaning sideways over his saddle, and looking up 
into their faces. Ha is too attentive to be a brother, and they 
laugh too muob, and reply too ocquettishly, for him to be a rela- 
tion of any kind. 

Most ladies look well on horseback. The hat allows (he greater 
portion of the hair to be seen, and the veil gives mystery to the 
countenance, hiding the ugly, and making the pretty appear donbly 
beautiful. Then the tightly fitting body of the habit shows off the 
delicacy and rotundity of the figure, whilst the folds of the long 
skirt floating in the air, give a lightness to the form, already ren- 
dered graceful from the half-crouching attitude required by the 
saddle, Some of the ladies wear beaver or velvet wide-awakes, or- 
namented with a bunch of plumes; others low-crowned hats, with 
the veil fslliug sround trom the broad brim.

FEARFUL EXPLOSION ON BOARD AN AMERIOAN 
BTEAMER. 
Ox our first page we give an illustration of the terrible steam-boat 
calamity on the Mississippi. 

The Memphis Bulletin gives the following particulars of the logs 
of the Sultana :— 

“The steamer Sultana, Captain Mason, arrived from New 
Orleans last night, the 26th. with about 2 200 people on board, 1,961 
of whom were exchanged Federal prisoners from Vicksbarg, the 
balance being refugee and regular passengers from various points 
along the river, proceeding towarde Bt Louis. She left the coal 
pile about one o'clock this morning, and had made some eight or 
ten miles, when an explosion of one of her boilers ocourred. The 
boat, with its mass of living freight, took fire in the vicinity of the 
engines, and in a short time she was burned to the water, and now 
lies on a sandbank near Fogleman’s landing, nothing visible but 
her charred remains and j tokstaff standing erect. The soene fol- 
lowing the explosion was heartrending and terrible in the extreme. 
Hundreds of people were blown into the air, and descending into 
the water, some dead, some with broken limbs, some soalded, were 
borne under by the resistless current of the great river, never to 
rise sgain. The survivors repre:ent the screams 88 agonizing be- 
yond precedent. Some clung to frail pieces of the wreck, ae 
drowning men cling to straws, and sustained themselves for a few 
moments, but finally became exhausted and suuk. Only the best 
swimmers, aided by fragments of the wreck, were enabled to reach 
the woods, and there take refoge, until rescued by boats sent from 
the landing here to their arsiıtauoe. There were about fifteen women 
and children aboard, and, as near as can be ascertained, not more 
than two or three had been found at the hour when this account was 
written. Some of the wretched people were borne by the current 
as far down as the levee at this city, and this was the first intina- 
tion the officers of the boats iu port received of the terrible 
disaster. A yawl was immediately sent out from the Marble City, 
and in & few minutes several persons were picked out of the water 
and brought ashore. Two were afterwards found clivgiog to the 
wheel, and they were also saved. Upon being brought to a realiza- 
tion of the calamity, the officers of the boste in port, under notifi- 
ostion of Captain Senior, of the River Guard, steamed up, and ina 
short time were at the Багшид stesmer, where hundreds of people 
were pioked up and brought to this landiog. arriving about day- 
light. They were met by a number of oiviz+ns and ladies, who / 
supplied them with abuudanoe of dry olothiug from the quarter- 
master’s department, and from various stores. At tbis time it is 
impossible to give a correct statement of the cause of the accident 
and number or names of the lost and saved. Everything is in tho 
greatest confusion. Mr. Rawberry, the first mate, was on the 
watoh, and standing in tue pilot-house, with Captain George Osy- 
ion, who was at tho wheel at the time ef the explcsion. He 
only remembers the shook, that he was blown into the air, and 
was after warde taken from the water. He saw the lower deck in 
flames, and knows no more. He can give no idea of the 
canse of the accident, and says the boat was going at 
ordivary speed, and all seemed well up to the moment {һе 
explosion ooourred : that the second engineer, a sober, reliable 
man, named Clemens, was at the engines, and that nothiug 
more then common was in progress. Captain Olayton was 
also hurled into the wreck among the broken boilers an! rubbish, 
sustaining slight injuries. He immediately jumped overbosrd with 
& door, by which he was enabled to reach the Arkansas sbore, 
three miles below, where, striking a sapling. he seized and ol ing to 
it үл saved. Olemens, the engineer, was badly burnt and ac ılded, 
end oan hardly recover. Mr. Jehu Fogleman, төві1і g on the 
Arkanses side, on being aroused by the noise, and &ceing the burn- 
ing steamer, hastily constraoted a rude raft, and in thig way was the 
means of saving about 190 lives In the woods, among tue drift of 
the wreck, the officers of the Rose Hambledon touud a 1amily Bible, 
containing the records of a family named Spike, of Assumption 

rish, Louisiana. The names recorded are Bamuel D. Spike and 

lethía өөү married October 31st, 1837. The record shows there 
were twelve in the family. It was subsequently learned that the 
father, mother, three daugbtere, two brothers, and a niece were lost. 
Several of the bodies were recovered.” 

‘The following statement from Весаог Snowe, of Arkansas, & pas- 
senger in the Sultana, has been published :— 

“On the morning of the 27th, about three o'olook, I was awakened 
by & sensible tremor or shudder. Not anticipating sach terrible 
conaequenoes, I arose and deliberately dressed. Just before finish- 
ing dressing I became aware of a large volume of steam driven 
through the oebin by the wind. I operei the door of my state- 
room, end in an instant reslized the horror of the fact that the 
boiler had exploded, killing and soslding many; that the pilot- 
house and at least one-third of the cabin roof had fallen to the 
boiler deck, and the boat was on fire, with & fresh breeze carrying 
the flames with lightniog-like rapidity through the bslance of the Й 
cabin towards the ladies saloon. 1 atepped back to avoid the heat, if 
and denuded myself of my dress, except my vest and pants, and 
raghed to the reer of the boat, which was in the channel, and much 
nearer the Tennesse than the Arkansas side. I locked over toward f 
the Tennesse side, with the view of leaping, bat found it a ses of 
heads so close together that it was impossible to leap without killing 
one or more. I determined to try the Arkansas ahore, which was 
about three-quarters of a mile distant 1 d over several bodies 
of desd men, killed and trampled in the mad rush which must have 
cocurred some time prior to my advent on that part ofthe boat. I 
found the same sea of heada on thie side; but found that tbe flames 
had driven them from the vioinity of the wheel-house. Prior to my 
leap Í saw several husbands fasten life-preserverg to their wives 
and children, aud throw them overboard into the etroggling mass 
below. Istruck out for the Arkansas shore, and reached a log 
lodged in fifteen feet of water, among overfio wed cotton wood lands, 
at 8.50 o'clock by my watch, which had not ceased to run. After 
four hours of exposure I wea rescue by the steamer Silver Spray. 
The boat contained 1,175 souls. The density with which they 
were packed awakened my curiosity, and I looked over, with the 
clerk, his certificates and books, before retiring. This number in- 
oluded eighty-five hands employed on the boat. There were some 
females, besides a few children. The bulk of the passengers were 
returned prisoners from Andersonville, which plaoe they left on the 
7th of February. Among them were ihe remnent at that poiut of 
prisoners captured at Ohicamauga and Gettysburg. They num- y 
bered altogether 1,966 men and thirty-six officere. A large number 
of horses were on the boat, which providentially fell unresisting Z 
victims to the flames. Had they broken loose the fate of the 72 
swimmers would have been determined.

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A DRAMATIC death has been the lot of the sotor who murdered 
President Lincoln. A fate, too, like ë soldier'a has ended the 
career of one whoßsdsed has made every soldier on both sides in- 
dignant or eshamed. The details which we receive from several 
sources of the death of this man and the captare of his aocemplioe 
form one of the most interesting narratives of the war. The act of 
assassination was in itself fullof horrible audacity, and the sequel 
is in keeping with it. When the murderer leapt from the box ou to 
the stage, height of nine or ten feat, he broke his leg. He is de- 
scribed as having been bent double with the shook of his fall, but 
he had the energy to rise up and shout out the motio of Virginia as the 
defence of his crime. Still the leap proved tolerably fatal to him. 
With that disregard of pain whioh is often shown in the first 
moments of e wound by men under the inflaenoe of strong excite- 
ment he was able with his broken leg io rush across the stage, 
overturn those who were ia his way, mount а horse, and gallop off. 
But in a short time the hurt disabled him. He was obliged to have 
tho leg 585, Бид fur the few daye thet he hed to live must have 
been in great pain and nearly disabied. All the resources of the 
Washington Government were employed to fad him. His refuge 
was at first unknown. Whether he remained hidden in Washing- 
ton or its suburbs, or wáslorking in Maryland, or had oontrived to 
oross the Potomiao, aud had pushed into the interior of Virginia 
with the intention of escapiog southward, could only be 
guessed» Those conversant with the political state of the 
country seem, however, to have formed a ahte wd judgment as to 
the pisce of his concealment. In the low lands of Maryland which 
Не to the east and south of Washington, bötween the Potomac and 
Chesapeake Bay, exists a population whieh is said to be strongly 
Confederate in feeling. They are not төгр numerous; they osn- 
not be very rich ; their oountry is swampy and unhealthy, but such 
an asylum as they had they were suspected of being willing to 
offer to John Wilkes Booth. In this region, accordingly, the 
United States cavalry and police made a strict search. They were 
furnished with that potent instrument of detection, à photograph uf 
the criminal, and for ten days they pursued hêk fngessantly, A 
Kittie army was employed on this service, and as last success re- 
warded the exertions of Oolonel Baker, to whom had been oom- 
mitted the task of discovering the assassin. The details of the 
capture will be fouud in our columns. Booth, it was discovered, 
had really seoreted himself in the peninsula, but finding, doubtless, 
that hot pursuit was mado alter him, he had crossed the river into 
Virginia, at в place called Port Royal. He was followed, and in 
the might of Tuesday, the 25:h of April, а party arrived at the 
house of an old man named Garrett, who it proved had harboured 
the fagitives. The old man and his son were forced by threats to 
reveal their place of concealment, which was а neighbouring barn. 
Then followed s singular scene, For more then an hour did the 
pursuers parley with the assessin. The correspondents of the New 
York papers tell the story with little variation, and there oan be 20 
doubt that it is in the main correct. Booth preserved his bravado 
to the last, and is reported to have asked the soldiers to retire to & 
distance, so that there might be a fair fight between them. His 
companion was less obstinate, and soon gave himself up. Booth 
in the end was shot by a oertain Sergeant Corbett, a man of

GABDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


Frower Ganpax.—Bedding-out plants should now be got in. If 
you wan: your garden to look really pretty, pay particular aitention 
to the contrasta in . Commence with caloeolarias, verbenas, 
soarlet geraniums, Ko, leaving heliotropes, dahlias, anagallis, and 
such as are very susceptible ot cold till the weather becomes more 
gettled. Last week, for instance, was & trying week for young and 
tender plants. Thin out annuals, stake and tie up carnations and

PARLIAMEN ГАБҮ PKOUSEDINGB. 


Ix the House of Lords, after several petitions had been presented 
from officera of the Indien army complaining of the manner in 
whioh the amalgemauon with the мшу of the Queen had been 
effected, the Earl of Donoughmore at sume length directed attention 
to the grievances under which the petitioners were suffering, and 
expressed & hope that Government would take the matter into their 
serious consideration, and, if necessary, agree to & commission of 
inquiry. Lord Dufferin, speaking in behalt of the Indian Govern- 
ment, contended that if any grievances had ever existed, they had 
not only been removed by the arrangements recently made, but 
the position of lese officers was better now than previously. He 
intimated, however, that a commission would be issued to inquire 
how fer the 1 of the former oommission had been 
carried out. LyvSéen expressed en opinion that the Indian 
Government had treated the oflicers of the Indian army in a shabby 
and ungenerous spirit, for, from the first, so far from attending to 
their complainte, they had declined to carry out the recommendations 
ota royal commission in their favour. Instead of suspending the 
matter by commission after commission, is would be much better to 
meet these complaints in a wise and liberal manner. Lord 
Houghton strongly supported the claims of the petitioners, which 
were disputed by the Duke of Argyle. Observations were also 
made by Lora Oranworth in explaustion of the proceedings of the 
last commission; and the Earl ot Donoughmore, ia briefly replying, 
ridiculed the $ of another commission. Lord Houghton 
inquired whether the Government intended to withdraw the samis- 
sion of belligerent rights whioh they had conceded 50 the ao-oalied 
Oonfederate States ol America. Nari Russell objected to the word- 
ing of the question and to the time of putting it 48 inopportune. It 
was not а question of concession but of actual rignus from the 
moment thas the President of the United States proclaimed a 
blockade of all she ports of the South, and her Mejesty must either 
have conceded them or disputed their exercise. “Une former course 
was adopted; for unless that had been done the United Bates could 
not have exercised the right of search in time. ‘Lhe question was 
inopportune, for at present it wae very difficult to say what was the 
state of the case. The Government were anxious to know what 
course the United States intended to pursue, and until they knew 
that it was impossible to give an answer to bis noble friend.

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THE FLIGHT, OAPTURE, AND DEATH OF BOOTH, THE 
ASSASSIN. 


Tue following narrative of the pursuit and death of Booth, the 
assassin, is extracted from the Washington correspondence published 
in the New York Times ot April 28 :— 

“All the lower counties of Maryland were scoured by a large 
force consisting of 1,600 cavalry and 500 detectives and citizens. 
On Bunday last, Colonel Baker learned of & little boy in Maryland 
some facte which satisfied him that Booth and Harrold had crossed 
the river about eleven o'clock а m., and had gone into Virginia A 
telegraph operator, with a small body of soldiers, was sent down 
the river to tap the wires at a given place and make certain inquiries. 
This party returned on Monday morning last, bringing with them a 
negro man whom they picked up at G wan Point, who, on being 
closely interrogated, disclosed that he had seen parties cross in & 
boat, aud the description of these parties amured Colonel Baker 
that Booth and Harrold were the men. No examination or search 
had yet been made by official authority in Virginia. Demand was 
made upon General Hancock for a detachment of oavalry, and 
twenty-eight of the 16ih New York were immediately sent to 
Oolonel Baker, under command of Lieut. Doherty, one of this 
detachment being Boston Corbett. The whole pog were put in 
charge of Lieutenant L. B. Baker and Lieutenant-Oolonel E. J. 
Conger. That night the party went down the river four miles, 
but heard nothing satistaotory. They finally, at daylight, 
brought up below Port Royal some miles. ‘Chey returned, 
finding no trace of the oriminals till they got to Port 
Royal Ferry. Lieutenant Baker rode up, fouud the ferryman, and 
made inquiries. Ihe ferryman stoutly denied having seen any such 
persons as those desoribed. Lieutenant Baker throttled him and 
threatened him, yet he denied any knowledge of the persons sought. 
By the side of the ferryman & negro was sitting. Lieutenant barer 

ted a likeness of Booth ana Harrold. Tue negro, upon look- 
ing at these, exclaimed, ‘Why, massa, them' the gentiemen we 
brought cross the river yesterday” The ferryman then admitted 
that he had brought Booth and Harrold over the river in his boet. 
The cavalry was started off, and went fourteen miles beyond 
Garrett’s place. There they met a negro, who said he saw two men 
sitting on Garrett's porch that afternoon. The description of ene

been there. Baker threatened to shoot him il he did not tell the 
truth. Garrett’s son thereupon came out of the house, and said 
the two men were in the barn.

Booth asked, Who are you, friends or foes? are you Uonfede- 
rates? 1 have got five men in here, and we can protect ou. selves.’ 
Volonel Baker replied, ‘I have nfty men out here; you are 
surrounded, and you may as well come out and suireader. 

Booth answered, ‘I shall never give up; ГИ not be taken alive.“ 

The instructions were that every means possible must ba taken to 
arrest Booth alive, and Baker, Uonger, and Doherty held a oon. ul- 
tation a few feet from the barn. In the meantime Booth was 
cursing Harrold for his cowardice, charging him with a desire to 
meanly surrender, &o. Oolonel Beker and his party returned and 
held a parley with Booth, thus consuming about an hour and & 
quarter. Another consultation of oflioers was held, and it was 
determined thet, in view ol the probability of an attack from a

Booth fell upon the 
floor, apparently paralysed. Water was sent for and the 
wound bathed. It was now just 815 o'olook. The ball had 
apparently passed through the neck sud spine. In a few momente 
booth revived. He made an effort to lift his hands up before his 
eyes. In this he was assisted, and upon seeing them he exclaimed, 
somewhat incoherently, ‘Useless! useless! blood! blood! and 
swooned away. He revived from time to time, and expressed nim- 
self entirely satisfied with what he had done. Ho expired at 7.10 
yesterday morning. The body was in & oart and conveyed 
to the steamer Ide, and brought upon that vessel to the navy yard, 
where the boat arrived at twenty minutes pest five colook this 
morning. While the barn was burning, Harrold rushed out, and 
was grappled by Lieutenant Baker, thrown to the ground, and 
secured.

FIRE IN A RAILWAY TBAIN.

length. Every preoantion 
ía taken to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of mud in the 
docks by the use of steam- 
dredging machines; and 
strict rules, enforosd by a 
vigilant police foros, are es- 
teblished to maintain good 
order and prevent both fire 
and depredations. 

The docks are all con- 
structed on the estate of the 
cor, oration, and sre managed 
by commissioners appointed 
by Aot of Parliament. The 
bonding or other warehouses 
do not, however, ia general 
belong to the dock estate, 
but are principally private 
property. Most of them 
are in the immediate vicinity 
of the dooks, but some are 
at a considerable distance;
